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SPECIAL FOR GROWLERS. 


A PEEP IN THE POST-OFFIOE. 


Our post-office staff numbers 
roughly speaking 200 people. “ Two 
hundred reasons,” observes the 
growler, ‘why my mnil should be 
more efficiently handled.” He needs 
a peep in thr Post Office. It would 


never do, however, to have all Hong- 
kong roaming through the place. 
Thero ian’t enough room as it is for 
all the wonderful work that in done 
So--there heaving been complaints 
last week about the noo-delivery of 
invitations to St. George's Ball—the 
Chinn Mail, instead of making the 
growlers happy with one of its vitu- 
perative editonals, sent u peeping 
detegate . ard the P.M.Q. easily con- 
vinced him that if the local postal 
workers do not always command 
success, they deserve it. 

There ie really a well thought out 
system, which would work perfectly 
but for three things. One is the 
tendency of the human brain when 


working at high presaure to be touched |- 


by hypnosis. The second ia the 
unreasonableness of the public which 
may be sceptical about divine care 
for individual sparrows, but expecta 
a godlike omniscience to play on ite 
individual correspondence. The third | 
is the shortage af space. 

The first is not peculiar to letter 
sorters, Peculiar finds in the letter 
boxes, such as powder puffs, suggest 
that people who went to post lefters 
did sumethiug elue with them, They 
had the puff in their hand. There 
was the box yawning for it. In it 
went. Perhaps the lady dabbed her 
nove with the letter she meant to 
post, dropped it in her vanity bag, and 
afterwards wondered how it came 
there, The sorting and resorting of 
letters that goes on, us o check, 18 not 
easy to describe in words. Speed and 
acouracy are aimed at, because the 
public expects both. Roughly spesk- 
ing, it is a well-organized system of 
divieion atd subdivision. The minds 
of the men who do it have to become 
by traning something like the mind 
of an expert pianist, who has no time 
to stop to think just where on the 
keyboard he must place bis fingers 
There ia a system of fines as ap in- 
centive to reasonable care, and thers 
are subsequent checku where possible. 
Ibis practically impossible for a re- 
giatered letter to be lost. An insured 
letter gets more care than it can 
possibly be worth. But the really im- 
pressive thing is the syatem by whioh 
so few ordinary letters go autray. 

The two big divisions are inward 
and outward mails. No inward letver 
has any business on the section of 
ficor reserved for the outgoing ones, 
and vice-versa, Parcels bave their 
own place, and are a special botber, 
which we need not discuss. The 
incoming mail—say 200 bags—ia 
checked bag by bag. Then the bags 
are emptied into huge troughs for 
first sorting, which consists in a 
special —eparation in classes, 
These classes are suldivided by 
other experta, and 80 finally 
(although it is one cont nuous process 
which wastes vo time at all) your 
letter gets into your private box or 
into the hands of your district post- 
man who brings it to you. 

Should you change your address it 
ig desirable you should understand 
what happens, Say you have been 
having your letters addressed care of

Here and there in his sermon he in 
serts a story which deeply impresses 
the bride.
